Directors Nominated; 
Cost Of Vote Saved As 
Tally Clerks Volunteer 


Preparatory to the election on 
July 30th on the question of form- 
;ing a Soil Conservation District in 
the area embracing approximately 
the El Dorado Irrigation District, 
nominations of five candidates for 
directorships in the proposed dis- 
| trict are on file with County Clerk 
Arthur J. Koletzke. 


The names of the five will appear 
on the election ballot and the voters 
in the election will vote on the 
matter of forming the district and 
will also vote for the directors at the 
same election. 


Those nominated to be directors 
are Earl Blair, W. J. Clark, Roy 
Marks and Leo Ench, of Placerville, 
and J. C. Rasmussen, of Camino. 


According to George H. Volz, pres- 
ident of the Placerville Soil Conser- 
vation Association, the election will 
not be costly to the taxpayer since 
the election officials have volun- 
teered to serve without pay. 


The boundaries of the proposed 
district approximate those of the ir- 
rigation district except that in the 
proposed Soil Conservation District 
settled communities such as Pla- 
cerville, Smith Flat and Camino 
are excluded from the district, which 
is intended to embrace the agri- 
cultural area and exclude the res- 
idential and industrial tracts with- 
in the outside boundaries of the 
district. 


Thirty-eight states have so far 
passed laws permitting farmers to 
| organize soil conservation districts

tack on local land and soil conser- 
vation problems. They are formed 


by a process of public hearings, ref- | 


erenda, and _ elections. They are 
farmer-governed, once they are 
formed.

Being or- 
ganized, the farmers of a district are 
in a better position to achieve re-
